Of the Pope preſent, his Race, Name, and Life 


Now for This Pope, who by Race and Narte 

a Florentine , but his Father having been chaſed 
thence, upon a Confpiracie again{t Duke Coſtavo, 
by Birth became a kind of Roman; I have 
little more to ſay , than that which I have before 
touched. He is reputed to be a man of a good 
calm Diſpoſition , and not too crafty z yet cloſe 
and ſuſpicious , and thereby ſecured to hold his 
own well enough ; kind to his Friends , and de- 
vout in his way ,. and thinks without doubt, that 
he is un the right. He will weep very ofteny 
({ome 
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(ſome conceive upon a weakneſs and tender- 
neſs of mind , habituated therein by cuſtome : 
others ſay upon piety and godly compaſlion : ) At 
his Maſſes, 1n his Proceſfions, at the fixing up his 
ubilees, his eyes are ſtill watering, ſometimes 
ming with tears; in ſo much that for weeping, 
he ſeems another Heraclitzs, to ballance with 
the laſt Gregory, another Democritxs for laughing. 
Touching his ſecret life , the 7talians ſpeak ſome- 
what diverſly , eſpecially for his younger years. 
But mens tongues are always prone to attaint their 
Governours; and the worſt men ſpeak worſt, as 
hoping themſelves to lurk under the blemiſhes of 
their betters. For my part, hearing no extraordina- 
ry bad matter againſt him, but only by ſuſpition, 
I judge the beſt 3 and howſoever, had rather pre- 
ſerve the credit of an ill man, than ſtain or impair 
it ina good. For his years, he doth little exceed 
Three-ſcore and three : but is troubled with the 
Dropfie, and that cauſed (ſome ſay) or accompa- 
nied with a thirſty infirmity. 

For a Prelate he hath good commendation, a 
favourer of Learing, and advancer of them, whoſe 
Studies have been to the advancement of his See : 
an enemy to the licentious life of Friers, yea,to the 
Pomp alſo, and ſecular Bravery of Cardinals; 
howbeit, more defiring reformation in both, than 
daring to attempt it in either , for ought that yer 
appears » Very magnifical and ceremonial in his 
outward Comportment 3 in his private, auſteer 


| and humble, as his friends ſay 3 m managing the

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Church temporal goods , rather thrifty than li- 
beral ; but of their Spiritual Treafure of Super- 
_— works in Indulgences and Pardons, 
( which he uſeth not only as charitable reliefs of 
the needy, but as honourable gifts alſo to reward 
Princes that have preſented him,) ta theſe I ſhould 
think him very exceeding waſltefull , but that 
where the Treaſure is infinite , there the ſpender 
in ordinary account cannot be Prodigal.

But fortunate men are wile, 
and Conquerours valiant. And ſurely this man's 
Proje&ts and Accounts have ſo well proſpered, 
what in reduction of the French King by proſecus 
ting him to extremity : what in the matter of Fer- 
rara; What in working the great Peace (the ho- 
nour whereof by the moſt 1s wholy attributed to 
the Pope, though other ſay,he was1mportuned to 
deal 1n it by the Spaniard , being ſo tyred and was 
ſted out with troubling his Neigbours , that in 
fine, no deſire, no hope, but in Peace only,) that jt 
hath purchaſed him the opinion, not only of a for- 
tunate and wiſe Pope, but of onewho doth fincere- 
ly affett the quiet of Chriſtendom, and thinks no-
